Purdy was found not guilty of the 
murder of E. S. Hutchinson, wealthy 
Tulsa lumber dealer, by a jury in the 
state district court here today. 
ttThe jury returned a verdict after 
deliberating 13 hours. 
Purdy shot and killed Hutchinson, 
In Tulsa, January 13, 1925. 
‘“He broke up my home and stole 
my child,” Purdy told county officers 
after the killing, when he surrendered 
His defense was insanity. 
In acquitting Purdy the jury ex­ 
pressed the opinion he was insane at 
the time he killed Hutchison. 
The 
instructions of the court provided he 
be acquitted if adjudged insane at 
the time of the homicide. 
# That the verdict was a popular one 
was indicated by the attitude of the 
crowd. 
The shooting was the culmination of 
series of domestic misfortunes which 
led to Purdy obtaining a divorce from 
his wife, Helen Paul Purdy. 
Hutchison and Mrs. Purdy were ar­ 
rested in an Oklahoma apartment 
louse on a charge of disorderly con­ 
duct last November on Purdy’s com­ 
plaint. 
Purdy admitted on trial he 
had 
made a settlement with Hutchison of 
approximately $40,000 and the case 
was not brought to trial. Mrs. Pur 
dy’s whereabouts were unknown 
to 
her husband from that time until after 
the shooting, when she was located 
at the hom<? of a minister friend in 
McAllister. SJie had her younger son 
Charles with her and attorneys sought 
to show that brooding over his son’s 
absence brought a temporary mental 
condition that led to the shooting of 
Hutchison. 
Prominent citizens of Tulsa came to 
Purdy’s assistance and more than $1,- 
000,000 was pledged to obtain his ad 
mission to bail after the shooting 
but the court refused to release him.
